Death Over a Toy-Shop. 


That 1t'13 as dangerous to sleep over a 
toy-sbop as over a powder magazine was 
shown on the evening of May 141n Paria, 
when a small stock of ammunition for 
drawing-room pistols exploded in the 
Ruo Beranger with such force thatat 
brought to the ground a house inhabited 
by over 100 persons The terror which 
the explosion caused in the immediate 
neighborhood was immense, and the au- 
dience in the Troisième Theatre Frau- 
(cus, Waiting for the curtain to rise, rush- 
ed from the house in alarm The ground 
floor of the house wasa toy-shop and 
manufactory owned by a man named 
Bianchon Above tha shop there were 
twenty-eight rooms, all of which were 
tenanted, the total number of occupants 
being ninety-two; ° besides the Maison 
Blanchon itself, which employed sixty 
workmen and women, The caplosion 
took place, luckily, at the Paris dinner 
time, about 8 o'clock, so that most of the 
people were away At half past 9 
o'clock followed a second explosion, 
bringing down the walis of the contigu- 
ous houses This caused another punic 
for the moment Many of the women 
had fainted from fright, and were brought 
down 1n the armsof the firemen Others 
tore up their sheets and blankets and 
made ropes to descend with One poor 
old man who hed been paralyzed for 
years was rescued just as the floor of bis 
room was about to fallin Three hit'e 
ggrls, who had been locked up while the 
motber pent out to fetch some bread for 
dinner, were found playiug in an attic, 
unconscions of the danger which sur 
rounded them, Many other striking es 
capes occurred, such as that of a little 
gui who was found buned in the ruins 
with a taole over her, which had to be 
san ced in two before she could be rescued, 
when she was found safe and sound The 
rescuers worked all night at the :mus, 
beneath which the gions avd shrieks of 
human beings were heard A dezen bodics 
were found before morning

the Indian wars, and that he shall be al 
lowed to retain the ponies possessed by 
himself and tbe other 900 of his band In 
view of this fact, Sitting Bull has had his 
emissayies in this country endeavoring to 
mduce the Sioux to begin ao outbreak, 12 
which he has pledged himself and war- 
riors to take part. The authorities de- 
chned to entertain any propomtion look- 
ing towards his return. Thais decision has 
the sanction of the president and cabinet.

The win- 
dows of the house were blown 10, the 
glass and sash falhog hke hail upon the 
helpless nomen The Goors flew open 
The house was clett in twain and the 
strong air grasped the form of Ma Wal- 
ler, and, alter bearing 1t uloft about 400 
feet, dashed her to the ground, upon 
which she fell a lifeless corpse, with two 
arms broken and her body otherwise 
bruised Her shoes were taken from her 
feet und carried anny on the wings of the 
furious wiad The house was entirely 
demolished and swept from the founda- 
tion, leaving the terrified women and 
children in the basement Part of the 
house was found one mile awuy, and a 
rafter of the house was found ove: a mile 
distant, driven over five feet into the 
ground <A large barn and carnage- 
house stood about 300 feet northeast of 
the house, which contained several bug- 
gies and cutters, horse, etc. The Daru 
and contents, except the horse, were W 
total wreck. 
The hab ot oneof the wheelsof Mr Wal- 
ler’s buggy was cut outasifdoneby a piece 
of machinery made for the purpose, the 
other part of the wheel of the buggy not 
being in the least injured.

average about third, rods in width, al- 
though 1t 23 over one half a mile wide in 
some places It lett the earth at Bul 
winklesville, sateen miles east of ats 
starting-point It first struck Oc dur 
Lake, about twenty-seven miles wide by 
three long, It took every bit of water 
from the west halt, lifted it about 200 
feet, and lapped it over on the east hull 
Eye-witnesses say that the bottom of the 
west balf was clearly visible 
It then struck Oukland Centre, aud 
destroyed the Towo-Hatl A family by 
the name of Hall lost everything but a 
char Mrs Hall was somewhat ijured 
It tore down the brick school-house, took 
Elder True’s boy quite a distance and 
dropped bım in the graveyard, but did 
not bury hım The sew brick German 
church was the next victim The oot 
was hfted straight up about 200 feet, 
then hurled away about forty rods It

Wo appear to bo only at the beginning 
of discoveries 10 the lineof the telephone 
and the phonograph An entirely aew 
Geld of science has been opened; the 
limite caunot even be guessed An in- 
strument has been devised that bears a 
relation to our capacity for hearing, 8m- 
ilar to that which the microscope or the 
telescope does for vision ‘The new ge- 
vico magnifies soupd It 1a appropri- 
ately called the micruphona, By its 
means sounds so falnt thatthey have never 
betore been heard by human ears, may 
be made ot any degree of loudness A 
feather’s edge brushed over thesouading- 
board of this instrument, has been made 
to crash upon the ears of the listeners 
The touch of the tip of a camel's hair 
brush was the occasion of “a crackhog 
noise, of which the intensity was almost 
painful to the ear” The faintest whisper 
of the buman voice can be reproduced 10 
the loudest tones “Tho maiden’s sigh 
may roar like the catsract nf Niagara” 

Professor D, E Hughes has gwon a 
full account of the mimiophone to the 
Royal Society of London, and deseribed 
the steps by which ho was led to the 10- 
vention eis most widely Known jo 
England as the inventor of a type-pnut- 
ing telegraph instrument which 1910 
general use in that country Although 
be is an accomplished electrician, the ap- 
paratus which he has employed tor his 
new experiments 13 of the simplest chn- 
acter, and the most trifling cost With 
1t he bus made the footsteps of a house- 
fly distinctly audible; and all these 
sounds, alter being intevaifted, are trans- 
mitted to any needful distance by the 
ordinary telephone At u recent exhi- 
bition of these experiments to a lew 
scientific friends in Loudon, all the as- 
tonishing effects that have been referred 
to were easily produced, eacept the fly 


performance With great difficulty the 
philosephers found a fly in the house 
With yet greater difficuity they 


cought the insect But the nnal trouble 
was insurmountable, the captured fly 
would stay on the glass tumbler that umu- 
prisoned him, nothing could induce him 
to walk on the sounding-board which 
the tumbler covered But a witness to the 
scene, describing it in Nature, found con- 
solation 10 watching Professor Huxley 
talking with great solemuity to a glass 
tube two luches lung, his grave tongs be- 
ing loudly enuuciated to a listener with 
a telephone in a distant apartment 

The philosophy of the new invention 
13 more difficult to explain than 13 the 
telephohe itself The discovery has beea 
made by Professor Hughes that the vi- 
bration of souod are reproduced with the 
greatest delicacy and increased force, by 
certain materials interposed 1n an elec- 
tric carcwut The reproduced sounds 
gain their increase of power, doubtless, 
at the expense of the current. Aftern 
large number of experiments, he gives 
the preference to carbon for this purpose, 
especially to pieces of charcoal that have 
been heated to whiteness, acd then 
plunged into mercury, These pieces, in 
one of his experiments, he placed in a 
glass tube, anti brought a pressure upon 
them that squeezed tnur ends together. 
This aparatus was made part of a clo_ed 
electric cixeuitof three suatl cups A 
Bell telephore wes thebji troduced into 
the circuit, and the whole thing was 
complete, All that was nccessary-to do 
was to talk to the tube, cven at a re- 
spectful distance from at, and the tela- 
phone repeated the*sound, at any dis- 
tance yet tried, witha loudness depend- 
ent only on the pressure in the tube 

This disposes at once of the fear that 
the telephone was nearing the end at its 
usefulness us an instrument for coaveys 
ing speech Tt is only atthe begginmag. 
With such means there will be no ob- 
stacle to reporting a pubhe speaker or 
singer, no difficulty, in fact, am hearing 
whispers inaudible to unassisted ears. 
All that has ever been inmgined as 
among the possibilities of the phono- 
pruph or the telephone seems now cer- 
taiu to be outdone. Biuce the falling of 
a pin can now be heard at the distance of 
a huodred miler, little will be necded to 
reshze Hoods metaphor, that Silence 
shall herself be making a row —N F.

the practical farmer, they should be old 
acquaintances, even housebold words, as 
well known to him and 418 sons as the 
names ot Insdomestic animals and the 
machines and utensils he uses Indeed, 
they are the utensils which nature uses in 
alt her wonderral manipulations Most, 
it not all these components find loag- 
mentin every principle of growth within 
the pale of the vegetablo world They 
are comprehended m the blade of grass, 
in the stalk of wheat, in the luscious 
frmts, in the wayside flower and in the 
sturdy oak ofa thousand years’ growth 
No sooner 3s a healthy seed dropped into 
the bosom of the earth, than these ele- 
ments are called anto requisition. As 
fore angels gather aroung the new-born 
abe to ministe, to its little wants, so do

We havo said that the constituent ele- 
ments of plants were fewin number We 
will mention seyeral of them for we love 
to repeat their names The components 
that enter into the orgame or combus- 
tible substance ot vegetation, are carbon, 
oxygen, sulphur, hydrogen, phospnorns, 
and nitrogen ‘lhree of these, viz, carbon, 
sulpnur and phosphorus are solid bodies, 
while the others are peculiar kinds of 
gaseousor aeriform bodies Carbonis well 
represented by a pieco of charcoal newly 
burned, fresh trom the mint, before 1t has 
been exposed to the atmosphere Sul- 
pbur 1s too well known to need a deserip- 
tion Phosphorus isa wavy substance of 
a yellowish color, itshinesin the dark, 
smokes in the air and burns with a dense 
White vapo when only shghtly rubbed 
The elements that enterinto the compo- 
sition of the ashes, or, that we call the 
inorganic, oarthy, or incombustible sub- 
stance ot plants are fourteen `n number, 
including salphur and phosphorus already 
mentioned and common to both classes 
For,the sake of completing the whole 
list, wo will name then They are potash, 
soda, lime, magnesia, silica, alumina, 
oxide of manganese, sulphur, phosphorus, 
iodine, chlotane, bronune and flourine 
In order to furnish g practical illustration 
of a piinciple already stated, wo have 
collated alow of the latest and mostie 
hable results obtained by actual experi- 
ment in the Jaborataries of our beslag- 
ricultural colleges To do this, we have 
selected such articles ay are well known to 
the farmers of all countries—viz whent 
and oats Now, 1n athousand pounds of 
wheat, it 13 found when the grain 18 
burned ın the open air, that there are 976 
pounds of organic or combustible materi- 
al, viz 461 pounds of carbon, 68 pounds 
of hydrogen, 43: pounds ofovygen, and 23 
pounds of nitrogen In a thousand pounds 
of oats, treate lo a similar manner, 
there are 960 pounds of oganie or com- 
bustible maternal, vız 407 pounds of 
carbon, 64 pounds of hydrogen, 367 pounds 
of oxygenand 22 pounas of nitrogen. 
On ‘the other hand, in the same one 
thousand pounds of wheat, thero remains 
20 pounds of ashes or inorganic material, 
made up of the tollewing elements and 
proportions—viz 20 vounds of potash, 
64 pounds of soda, 133 pounds of lino, 
.78 poundsof magnesia, 26 pounds of oxide 
otiron, 22 pounds of phosphoric acid, 1 11 
pounds of sulphuric acid, 22 pountls ot 
eblorine and 13 9s pounds of silica 
In ono thousand pounds ot oats, there 
remains 40 pounds of ashes, made up of 
the following contituonts—viz 8 48 pounds 
of potash, 3.4 pounds of limo, 4 pounds of 
magnesia, 16 pounds of oxide of iron, 1 78 
pounds of phosphoric acid, 1 pound of 
siliċa and, lastly, 1.2 pounds of chlo.me 
The question 13 often asked, ‘Why do 
forest troos thrive in soils where grams 
would elther abaolutoly perish or fall to 
como to maturity?”

fore the principles of chenustry wore ap- 

plied to agriculture, bare observation and 
experience had established a sort of rule 
among New England farmers, that their 
hemlock bearing hills were not the best- 
localities fo. grain Of course, why this 

was tho tact, they did not know, and hence, 

they knew nothow or what to feed the 

land to make it grow wheats, oats, or maize. 

The early sottlers of’ this north western ( 
coast adopted a similar rule--viz that fir 
and cedar lands were not good for tiling 
purposes -Itmay be urged here, that these 
rules of observation and experience are 
qust as good as scentifie deductions We 
answer that this is far from being true; 
because, from observation and experience 
we can come into the position of only sin- 
gle or-individual classes of facts, while 
such 1ules asthe sciences furnish, enable 
us to breakaway from the leading atringsof * 
all pre-conceived ideas and opinions, and, 
30 to speak, they light up our pathway to 
that degree which allows us to fearlessly 
dash forward through what would othe- 
wise be the very “ blackness of darkness.”

8th, Professor Donaldson, past 
President, read an interesting paper On 
Obelisks, their Purpose, Proportions, Ma- 
tenal, and Position ” Obelisks he des 
scribed as the simplest monuments My 
Egyptian architecture, and among the 
moat interesting left us by that ancient 

cople The oldost now standing 18 that 
at Hehopolis, the On of the Bible. Tt 
was reared by Usertasen I, whom Mari- 
ette dates B O 2861. These monoliths 
are thought to have been chiefly dedi. 
cated to the sun god Horus, Phiny remark- 
ing that “The Egyptian term for an obe- 
lsk conveyed the idea of a solar ray, 
which its form wag supposed to symbol- 
ize,” Obelisks ate also valuable records 
of Pharaonie history, and the skill and 
perseverance of remote ages Their 
transport by the Romans to Europe shows 
the high estimation im which they were 
held by the vory conquerors of Egypt 
Each consisted of a square shaft, gradu- 
ally tapering towards its summit up to 
about nine diameters Jigh, where the 
taces suddenly receded up to a pont, the 
upper portion, baog called a pyramidion, 
from ats likeness to a pyramid, though 1t 
sloped much more rapidly The Bgyp- 
tiang set great store upon the size of their 
monoliths, and if a large block were ex- 
tracted from a quarry not quite corres- 
ponding 10 all its sides, whether ag to 
size or form, they would without scruple 
use it as it was, or shape it as nearly as 
possible to the object they had 10 view, 
without diminjshing its sive Hence 
many of their obelisks, pedestals, and 
sarcophagt even, are irregular in shape 
To like maoner the huge blocks some- 
times came outof the quarries misshapen 
at the smaller end, and to remedy this 
defect they covered it with a metal cap- 
ping of the required sbape, rather than 
reduce ts length by cutting of the rug- 
ged portion The summit of the Paris 
obelisk was irregular 10 shape and lett 
quite rough Numerous instances of 
capped pyramids and of tho sculptures

able difference ‘Ibe four sides or faces 
of obelisks were usually square, but oc- 
casionally they are convex—a fact prov- 
ing the nice perception for cflect among 
the ancient Egyptians, as the hght was 
thus much softer upon the surface, the 
shades were less crude, and the angles 
less cutting Whether there 1s in apy On 
entasis in the upright line has not yet 
been precisely ascertained, but perhaps 
this fact may now be set at rest in re 
spect of Cleopatra's Needle The dies, 
pedestals, and steps upon which the obe- 
lisks anciently stood were next illustrated 
at some length, A special notice was 
given of the original supports of the 
Luxor obelisk, which now stands 1n the 
Place de la Concorde at Pans The ma- 
terial of the monoliths was mostly the 
stone called Syenite. This pink granite 
pas only used for the obelisks, statucs, 
sarcophagi, casings of the pyramids, 
sanctuaries in temples, linings of some 
special tombs, and for other precious or 
sacred purposes, The quarries of Syene 
wera below the Nale cataracts, so that 
when once the granite masses were ex- 
tracted they glided easily down the river 
to their destination. The procesa of 
quarrying and working the granife were 
discussed. The land transit of an obe- 
lsk was illustrated by that of a colossal 
statue, as represented on a hypogee at 
Bembassan No Egyptian waijl-paint- 
jogs are known depicting how the obe- 
lisks were reared, but an anecdote m 
Phoy shows how critical the operation 
was deemed To put the architect on 
Ins mettle Rameses had his own son fas- 
tened to the summit of an obelisk while 
it was being raised The positions of 
obelisks were before the gigante pylons, 
which formed the entrance gateways to 
the temple fore-courts, and they were 
always in pars At Karnak the situa- 
tion of the two lofty oues erected by 
Queen Hatason (one of which is still 
standing, and is the tallest known, being 
10613 ft Ingh) was between two pylons 
40 or 50 feet only apart Those in front 
of the outer pylon are uot so distant in 
advance of it Hence the Egyptians 
disregarded the immediate proximity of 
a lofty wall backing them up, and none 
are kaown situate in wide open spaces 
The sacied way led up from the river, 
flanked on cach side with variously 
headed sphivaes At Karnak the dromos 
18 a mle and one third long, with a line

A Church Which Took Ten Thousand 
Men Eight Years to Baud. 


The Cathedral of St. Sophia, at Con- 
stantinople, says tbe Padi Mall Gazette, 
was built by the Emperor Justinian in 
the year A D., 568, aud on the site of an- 
other church which bad been erected by 
Constantine the Great in 320, but was 
afterwards destroyed by fire The archi- 
tects of the present building were An- 
themis of Tralles and Isadore of Miletus 
Now taxes were imposed ın order to raise 
the funds necessary for the construction 
of the edifice, which was to be built of 
such costly materials as to surpass fa 
magnificence the famous Temple of Solo- 
mon Every kind of marblo that could 
be found was procured for the columns 
—white marble with piak veins from 
Phrygia, green and blue marble from 
Libya, black marble with white veins 
and white with black veins, granite from 
Egypt, and porphyry from Sas, Ten 
thousand men were employed upon the 
work, andit was completed iu eight 
years, The cdifice 13 crowned with a 
gigantic cupola, surrounded with nine 
smaller ones They are supported by 
four columns each, and between them 
are eight porphyry columns from the 
Temple of the Sun at Baalbeck, Four 
green pilasters from the Temple of Ephe- 
gus support the women’s choir, and there 
are sisty-seven other columns, all cf 
granite or red marble, and delicately 
carved, 10 various parts of the building. 
Inside the great cupola 13a gold 10scrip- 
tion from the Koran, in letters thirty 
feet hgh, meaning “God is the ight of 
heaven and earth.” At the four corners 
of the central portion of the building are 
representations of the tout seraphims in 
mosaic, originally called archangels, but 
now named Abubekr, Omar, Osman and 
Al The original sites of the altar and 
pulpit have been altered, bong now 
placed in a south-easterly direction (to- 
wards Mecca), and the pulpit is adorned 
with two flags, as a sign of the triumph 
of Mohometanism over Judaism and 
Christianity Nothing now remains of 
the original altar, and all the more val- 
uable articles in the church were dis- 
tributed by Sultan Mahommed among 
hig troops ut the capture of Constantino 
ple in 1453

“One poor fellow neat mo was struck 
in the bip while lying flit, and rose to go 
to the renr, when another struck him on 
the heud and knocked him over. 

“I folt that if I was going to be hit I 
should be, whether I stood up er Jay 
down; 80 I stood up and walked around 
among the men, stepping over themi and 
talkong to them in a joking way, to 
fake sway their thoughts from the bul- 
leta, and keep themi more self-possessed, 

“I was surprised at firat at my own 
coolness I never felt better, although 
I capected of course that I should feel 
the icad overy second, and I was won- 
dering where it would take me.”

A few days ago wo visited this ım- 
portant station on the Northern Pa- 
cific Railroad It is situated ata 
point accessible toa large scope of 
thickly-settled country, and has 
therefore a prospect of steady giowth 
It already has two hotels, two stores, 
a saloon, and will soon possess a 
drug-store, and resident physician 
Chehahs ig the county-seat of Lewis 
county, and thishkewise adds to its 
importance A fine court-house, a 
very creditable school-house and a 
neat and commodious Masonic Hall, 
are among the possessions already 
acquired of a permanent character 
School is taught sıx months ın the 
year, and religious services are held 
at regular intervals by Rey Mr Mac- 
fie, of the Presbyterian Church 

Chehalis 1s surrounded by an un- 
usually rich tract of county, and the 
bioad acres under cultivation, the 
neat farm houses and commodious 
buildings for stormg grain and 
other products, attest a prosperous 
growth Mr West, the County 
Treasurer, has a good farm near the 
station his fields of wheat, barley 
and oats, present an exceedingly 
thrifty appearance 

A fine bridge spans the river near 

this gentleman’s dwelling, which 1s 
one of the most substantial structures 
of the kind ım the Territory It isa 
combination arch and Howe truss, 
with a single span of 144 feet, built 
from pile abutments, planked and 
filled with earth.

Constitution of Washington. 
PREAMBLE 

WorurPioriy, giatefulto the Supreme 
Ruler of the Universe for our freedom, in 
order to secme and po petuate its blessings, 
form a more 1mdopdudent rnd peilect gov- 
ernment, establish justice, insure tranqull- 
ity, provide for the common delengo apd 
yomote the general welfare, do ordain and 
establish this Goustitultion for the State of 


Washington,

Tn Boundaries of the State of Wash- 
ington shall be as follows

_ Mr. Bryant’s Character, 


There bave been different impressions 
among Gifferent persons as to Mr. Bry- 
ant’s character, naturally from the man- 
ner 1n which he recerved people. Many 
bayo thought hım cold, but this 13 an 
error, ın my opinion. Ho was singularly 
gentle in hig nature, tender-hearted as a 
woman, shy, undemonstratiye and mod- 
est He was thoroughly American 1n 
every respect, excepting that one of dem- 
onstration, and in that he was Auti-Amer- 
ican, Ho was very decided in his ows 
manner of life, and governed himself 
most carefully, yet he was always consid- 
erate of the feelings of others and had 
that large-hearted chanty and benevo- 
lence which 1s seldom met wıth I con- 
sidered Mr Bryant one of the most pol- 
ished Enghsh writers and ono of the 
gieatest poets that ever lived, but, por- 
hapa, that 18 only my opinion He was 
not a brilliant conversationalist, and bis 
voice wag hard and sometimes sharp 
This Ihave ngo doubt, aided the beliet 
that he was cold, but I believe 1t was only 
umechanical defect Like other men, he 
was at times very genial and at other 
times uncommunicative. He had a won- 
derfaul fund of anecdote, and related a 
story well If one were sitting next to 
him at dinner a pleasant conversation 
would readily spring up, and Mr, Bryant 
was then full of reminiscences, in later 
yeargof men and events that had become 
things of the past, It was characteristic 
of him ia contradistinction to other men 
of eminence, that he was not wrapped up 
in lumself and that he resisted ail op- 
portunities of pushing bimeelf forward 
‘Whenever he was asked to deliver an ora- 
tion he accepted the duty diffidently and 
as if it was an obligation that he owed 
He assumed no compliments to himself, 
but only desired to please Sometimes 
he would be asked to go to a school, the 
pupils of which being familiar wath -his 
writings, would hke to see hm He 
would go, and if asked to say a few 
words would comply, and then if the 
teachers crowded around him and asked 
him for his autograph he would give it 
to tlom Allhe would say was, “If it 
gives you pleasure I will doit” Mr 
Bryant was fond of social gatherings, 
but only those persons who knew him 10- 
timately knew him at all He was a deep 
nature, not easily understood I do not 
know 1f he had a memory of persons 
whom he had met once or twice, but I 
know that he never went into 4 room 
with a flounsh He had no desire to 
make himself known, he made no ad- 
vances Yet he was always pleasant and 
kind in conversrtion If he thought a 
man a scamp or a scoundrel he had very 
decided views on the matter, but he was 
always forbeanng When I first knew 
Mr Bryant he had a cadayerous counte- 
nance, and looked asif he might go off 
at any time I have no doubt his long 
life was due to his remarkable self-goy- 
ernment and his frequent pbysical exer- 
cise He used to say that 16 was not hard 
work that lulled men, but their indul- 
gences —Chiof Justwe Daly to a New 
Worta Reporter

Thanatopsis. 


The death of Mr Bryant has revived a 
criticism of his poem of “Thanatopsis ” 
What is proved by this mainly is the re- 
markable hold which the production bas 
taken of the public mind Everybody 
seems to know 1t by heart, and doubtless 
1t has proved a source of profound congo- 
lation to many an anxious mind It 
would hardly have exerted this influence 
if it had been an essentially “pagan 
poem” We think that there has been 
some misapprehension of 1ts purport and 
purpose The young writer, 1t seems to 
us, did not propose to deal with the 
strictly religious side of the matter His 
poem is what is called “A View of 
Death.” It addressea itself to those whose 
fears may be excited by the prospect of 
the act of dynag Tt offers those conso- 
lations which are appropriate to such a 
consideration of a particular theme. It 
1s an expansion of the old idea that “it is 
as natural to dieas to live” It deals 
with death ag a chadge pertinent ta the 
human constitution, and to be encount- 
ered with philosophical resignation Any 
distinct recognition of the life to come 
would have been foreign to its »urpose 
It must be read with a full recollection 
that ifs author was a believer in the 
blessings and glories of the future state, 
though his immediate purpose was to re- 
assure those who regarded the end of this 
hfe with uomanly timidity 

At the same time there is a suggestion 
of faith yn the future which 1s au essen- 
tial part of the poem The reader 1s ex- 
horted to live so wisely that when his 
summons comes he may approach the 
grave “sustained and soothed by an un- 
faltering trust ” There may be those who 
find in these words only un exhortation 
to a dignified acquiescence 1u the iney- 
itable, but considering that they were 
wriften by one who had been trained in 
the principles of Chnstianity, they were 
probably suggested to his mind by the 

eneral belief ot mankind in immortality. 

“Thanatopsis” -has been misunderstood 
because of its entire freedom from back- 
neyed commonplaces Death 18 most 
frequently treated by Chiistian writers 
irom a distinctly Christian pomt of view 
This ıs natural, nor do we mention 1t for 
disapprobation. There 1s no reason, how- 
ever, why it should not bo also philo- 
sophically considered, “as it has been, 
indeed,” by several eminent religious 
writers, and agit 13 occasionally in the 
Holy Scriptures themselves. 

We have made these comments upon a 
beautiful and remarkable pdem, because 
we aro unwilling that any who share our 
admiration of it should think 1t in need 
of extenuation or excuse The poet was 
writing upon tho mortality, not the im- 
mortality of man Ie took awdy no 
genuine religious couaolations--he sim- 
ply offered others which are not to be 
disregarded because they are almost en- 
tirely intellectual—V Y Tribune

FBiring up the Sun 


It will be remembered that there was 
a sudden increase ın the splendor of a 
portion of the sun’s surface on Septem- 
ber 1, 1859, observed by two astronomers 
independently The appearances de- 
scribed correspond with exactly what we 
should expect 1f two large meteonc 
masses travelling side by side had rushed, 
with a velocity originally amounting to 
two hundred or three hundred miles per 
second, through the portions of the solar 
atmosphere. The actual rate of motion 
was measured at one hundred and twenty 
miles per second atthe minimum, but 
may, if the actual direction of motion 
was considerably inclined to the line of 
sight, have amounted to more than two 
hundred mules per second The effect 
was such that the parts of the sun thus 
suddenly excited to an 1ocreased emission 
of hight and heat appeared like bright 
stars upon the background of the glow- 
ing photosphereutself One of the ob- 
servers, Carrington, supposed for a mo- 
ment that the dark glass screen used to 
protect the eye had broken. The increase 
of aplendor was exceedingly hmited in 
area, aud lasted only fur a few minutes— 
fortunately fur the inhabitants of the 
earth As it was, the whole frame of the 
earth sympathized with the sun. Vind 
auroras were scen not only in both hemi- 
sphéres, but ın latitudes where auroras 
are seldom seen They were accompanied 
by unusually great electro-magnetic dıs- 
turbances. “In many places,” gays Sir 
J. Tlerschel, “the telegraph wires struck 
work. At Washington and Philadelphis 
tho electric signalmen received severe 
electric shocks At a station in Norway 
the telographic apparatus was set fire to, 
and at Boston, in North America, a flame 
of fire followed the pen of Bain’s electric 
telegraph, which writes down the message 
upon chemically-prepared paper” We 
see, then, that most certainly the sun can 
be locally excited to increased emission 
of hght and heat which, nevertheless, 
may last but for a very short time, and 
we have good reason for belienng that 
the actual cause of the sudden change in 
his condition was the downfall of meteoric 
matter upou a portion of Ins surface We 
may well beheve that, whatever the cause 
may have been, ıt was one which might 
in the case of other suns, or cven in our 
sun’s own case, affect a much larger por- 
tion of the photosphere, ım which case 
there would be juss such an accession of 
splendor as we recognize in the case of 
the new stars And as the smalle local 
accession of biilhancy lasted only a fow 
minutes, we can well believe that an 1n- 
crease of surface brilliancy affecting a 
much larger portion of the photospbere, 
or oven the entire photosphere, might last 
but a few days or weeks —R A Proctor.

this esculentis turned to abroad After 
extracting the farınd the pulp 1s manu- 
factured into ornamental articles, such as 
picture-frames, snuf boxes, and several 
descriptions of tops, aud the water that 
runs from itin the process of manufac- 
tura is a most valuable scourer For 
perfectly cleansing woollens, and such 
hike arneles, itis the houswite’s panacea, 
and ifthe washerwoman happens to have 
chilblains she becomes cured by the op- 
eration.

The ninety-muth Derby was run yes- 
terday The Epsoni races are run an the 
week which proceeds Whitsuntide, and 
the Derby ia run on Wednesday of that 
week Thousands of families take a 
pride in saying that they bave never 
failed to send u delegation to the Derby, 
and many who live in the north of Eng- 
land always come to ths famous race 
Itis eminently a people's day, but no- 
bility and royalty also delight 10 ıt 

Epsom 3s fifteen miles from London, 
and the racy course is a mile and a half 
beyond the town, The favorte way of 
going to the Derby 13 by the ordinary

As soon as the Derby was won, the 
homeward procession began, and between 
Sand 6 o'clock the whole great caravan 
took up its march and moved toward 
London thiough falling rain and roads 
heavy with mud. If you do not attend 
the Derby, itis thought the next best 
thing to go to Clapham Common and see 
the return.

Funeral of an Egyptian Prinsese. i 


Princess Hanem Zeinab, only fifteen 
yeaysof age, a favorite Aaugbter of the 
Khedive ot Beypt, and wife of Ibrahim 
Puslia, died recently in Alexandria, of 
typhusfever, Of the demonstrations 10- 
cident to her burial, the Cologne Gasette 
gives this description 

The Khedive and his family, as well as 
ins guest, the Sultan of Zanzibar, and the 
whale city of Alexandria, were much 
disturbed by the sad event, and the 
theatre was closed for three days, The 
body was taken to Cairo the same day, ~ 
and placed in the Kasrel-Nile palace, 

An immense concourse followed the 

body to the depot in Alexandria, and e 
hundreds of thousands ot lre were dis- 

tributed among the poor people The n 
Interment took place in the Rilah mosque 

on the following mornixg Twenty-four ; 
bullocks, thirty camels, and twenty 

wagons were 1n the funeral procession. 

These animals wore laden with bread, 

dates, cooked meats and vegetables, the 

wagons curried casks of water and ` 
syrup, and all along the route distribu- 
tion of the provisions was made to the 
poor, Hunuchs, meantime, thew 150,006 
pieces of ailyer coin to the people who 
thronged the street. Three thousand 
priests, some clad ia rich vestments of 
gold aud silk, others half naked, followed 
the wagons repeating , prayers as they 
marched, agd clapping their bands. Af- 
ter them came the family of the poor 
young Princess and the high officials of 
state, and then the coffin, borne by offi- 
cers of rank Behind this walked three 
eunuchs, beanng on golden sbovels 
copies of the Koran, to be buried with 
the deceased The coffin < was of simple, 
rough hewn wood, and the corpse was 
sowo up in linen cloth Upon the coffin 
were placed the jewels of the Princess, 
worth a million anda half of dollars, 
After the bunal the priests slaughtered 
the twenty-four bullocks before the 
mosque, roasted them, and ate them up 
The pricsts remained in the neighbor- 
hood of the grave to pray for the soul of 
the departed The Khedive was so over- 
come with gnef that he could not receive

We illustrate herewith a new iorm of rofary 
engine recently patented through the MIN- 
ING AND ScLgATIFIO Press Patent Agency by 
W © Stilt», of Sin Francisco The arrange- 
ment is stiel that botl the force and expan- 
sive power of tho shiam can be exerted to 
drive un endless chnain or belt, provided with 
suitable pistons whieh paos through the 
ey liuders and thus produce a rotary motion 
of the pulk y8 ovor which the belt passes, and 
fiom which the power muy be taken 

As shown by the engraving, the engine 
consists of two horizontal < ylindirs mounted 
upon a suitable frame At nch end of the 
cylinders is a peculiarly constructed pulley, 
or wheel, nrovind which travels an cndless 
atcal teltor chain, which pusses though the 
cy hinders, and which is provided with pistons

Peter the Great in Paris 


7 BY JAMES PARTON 


Reading of the fine doings at Pane 
lately brought to mind the great Pans 
sensation of the year 1717, the reception 
of the Ozar of Russia, Peter the Great 

The King of France at that time, Lows 
XV, wasa pretty and promising httle 
boy, seven years of age, perfectly inno- 
cent and amiable, the hope and darling 
of his country The Regent of the king- 
dom was the Duke of Orleans, ancestor 
of him who bears the same title to-day 
He was the king’s uncle, and governed 
the kingdom during the minority as ab- 
solutely asif he had been king himself 
The Czar, forty-five years of age, was in 
the fullness of bis powers and celebrity, 
the most imposing person tben hving, 
for, besides being emperor of a great 
country, he bad won victories, he had 
founded St Petersburg, he had worked 
asa ship-carpenter; he had suppressed 
rebellions, he had cut off many heads, 

And this mighty potentate, eccentric, 
uncertain, capricious, was coming to 
Pans! The regent and bis court eyi- 
dently dreaded ms visit, but they pre- 
pared, nevertheless, to give him a truly 
royal reception The regent sent to the 
frontiers horses, carriages, wagons, table 

jnd chamber furniture, and a retinue of 
strvants, that the Czar and his numerous 
party might make the journey in the 
most comfortable manner. From the 
moment the Rus-1any touched the soil of 
France at Dunkirk, to the day on which 
they left it, nearly two months after, all 
their expenses were defrayed by the 
French government It cost France six 
hundred crowns (gay abaut seven hundred 
dollars}.a day for filty days One of the 
politest and most accomplished noblemea 
of tho court was set apart to attend upon 
the emperor and ece that everything was 
done for his comfort and pleasure. 

On Friday evening, May 7, 1717, at 
nine o’clock, he armved in Pans, and was 
driven to the Palace of the Louvre, which 
had been magnificently furnished for his 
accommodation Knowing his eccen- 
tricity in the matter of lodging, the re- 
gent had caused a smaller mansion to be 
made ready for himin case he should ob- 
ject to the royal palace To the Louvre, 
however, he was drivea He alighted, 
aud was icceived precisely as a king of 
France would have been received. Ile 
ascended the steps, entered one of the 
grand saloons, brithaotly hehted and su- 
perbly uphols‘cred He looked around 
a moment, abruptly left the room, de- 
scended to the street, and mounted agan 
to bis carriage He was then drven to 
the other house which had been provided 
for hım He thought that much too 
handsome, but he consented to remain 
there, sad had his camp bed set up in 
ane of the small 1ooms At the Louvre 
they had prepared a grand banquet for 
twenty-five persons, which remained un- 
consumed, and they were obliged to ex- 
tewporize a supper at the other quarters 
The Czar was not a man to slight his sup- 
per Nothing astomshed the dainty and 
polite Frenchmen so much during his 
stay as the enormous quantities of food 
and drink which he and his attendants 
consumed 

'This monarch, though he bed worked 
atthe carpenter’s bench, was a stickler 
for etiquette, never abating one jot or tit- 
tle of the technical honor then supposed 
to be due to a crowned head He would 
not stir from tho house, ardent as Ine 
curiosity was, until the regent and the 
king had paid him the requisite first visit. 
The regent arrived next day, and every 
one remarked the air of careless superi- 
onfy with which the Czar received him 
He came out of his cabinot, advanced a 
few steps, embraced the duko with a cor- 
tain air of condecension, showed him the 
door of his cabinet, and went in first kim- 
self, leaving the regent to follow. He 
also took his seat fist, and selected the 
chair which denoted procedenue After 
an hour’s conversation through an inter- 
pretor, the regont took his leave, and was 
dismissed by the Czar with precisely the 
mr of mingled iudiffereace and respect 
which the etiquette of the period re- 
quired, 

The reader may wish to know how this 
strange belbg looked 1n the prime of life 
The most munto description of lim 13 
given by the Duke of St Simon, who 
was to that court something like what 
Polonjus was to the court of King Ham- 
let of Denmark, 

Poter the Great, according to him, was 
a-atrongly-built, full-chested man, very 
well made, though somewhat meagre 
form, with » large, round faco and spa 
oitos forehead. [Bt Simoa speaks of his 
eyebrows as being particularly fine, as 
indecd was all the upper region ot the 
hend, even to the eyes, which were largo, 
brilliant, black and piercing.. But the 
lower face betrayed hia lamentable and 

extreme grosaness; the noso short and 
Jarge at ihe end, the lips gross and thick, 
the complexion a strong reddish brown, 
There was the logk of tho master in him 
that sémething which men acquire who

have been accustomed always tọ com- 
mand, Hie countenance was capablo of 
a very winning expression, but it gould 
also become exceedingly feracious and 
terrible He would have been taken. fin 
a superior man anywhere and 10 any cir- 
cumstances St, Simon describes his 
dress also, from‘his cravat ef white linen 
downwards and upwards He worca pe 
1uque which did not rench his shoulders, 
a brown coat, a very long waistcoat with 
gold buttons, knee breeches and stock- 


| ings, no gloves, and no lace sleeves The 


sta denoting bis royal rank was worn 
upon his breast 1n the ugual way, and bts 
coat was often unbuttoned from top to 
bottom He was evidently careless about 
his clothes, but not slovenly, 

All Saturday and Sunday the Czar pave 
no,sign of coming out, for he had net yet 
received the visit of the httle king On 
Monday the king came, and was 1eceived 
by the Czar 1n a manuer totally different 
from Inge treatment of the regent Ee 
went down to the doorway, saw the krug 
descend from his carriage, and walked on 
the left sido of him to the reception 100m 
There the Czar took the king under his 
twoarme, lifted bim up to his face, kissed 
bım on each cheek agthough he bad been 
his father,and then took his seatin an arn- 
chair at the left of the one assigned to the 
royal boy The oldest countries admired 
the gracetul and distinct manner 1a which. 
the Czar expressed his respect for the 
king’s high rank, and at the same time 
hia paternal fondness for the engaging 
child He kissed Inm several times, auc 
behaved tò bim 10 a way which won every 
heart, und made an impression on the 
king wluch he never foruat. I have sev- 
eral pictures of Louis KV at this ago, 10 
his clothes of velvet and Iace, and his lht- 
tle sword at his side, and [ can well be- 
heve that the Czar was very much pleased 
with him 

‘Sire’ said the Czir, “you are begin- 
ning your reign, and I am fimshing 
mine» 

The httle boy was equal to the occa- 
sion With an agrecable smile upon bis 
pretty tuce he replied 

“Sire, pyu have no white hairs, as I 
have seen upon my grandfather, Louis 
XIV You will live a long time still ” 

When the king took bis leave, the Czas 
crowned the interview by taking him 15 
his arms, carrying him more affection- 
ately thau ever, aod placing bım in his 
carringe 

Royal etiquette being thus satisfied, 
the emperor entered upon Ise six weeks 
of sight-seeing with all bis characteristi¢ 
ardor, jumping into the first carnage he 
saw empty, and asking que-tivos ol 
anybody and everybody, workmen, sol- 
diers, children, princes, who could tell 
him what he wanted to know, atteadn g 
usually to things of real fihportance I~ 
questions showed genuine intelligence, 
und the objects which be selected for 
purchase were such as g patriotic ruler 
would naturally chooge Everything re- 
lating to war was most devoutly studied, 
and he hked to visit the soldiers in ther 
barracks and Lospitals He tasted then 
soup aad their wine, slapped them upon 
the back, and called them his comrades 

This man, Peter, was an incredible 
compound of the patot and the tyrant, 
the king and the hog, Twice a day be 
devoured a meal tlidt astounded every 
beholder, and between them be was con- 
tinvally calling for beer aod other drioks 
St Simon relates that be would drink 
commonly at dinner a bottle or two of 
beer, two bottles of wine, some cordial, 
and fivish the repast by swallowing half 
a pint of brandy Even at the opera, 
seated in the regent’s own box, surrounded 
by the most brihant company tha 
could be gathered ın Europe, he could 
not refrain from asking 1f any beer could 
be had The politeness of the French 
was adequate to the emergency A gob- 
let of beer was brought Tne regent 
himself 100¢e, took the tray and banded 
the beer to the Ozar, who, with only a 
smile and no }, draak it aud put the gob 
let back on the tray, which the regent 
still held But even this was notall The 
duke next banded him a plate upon which 
there was a napkin Peter, quite as a 
matter of course, took the napkins, use i 
it, aod put it back upon the plate which: 
the duke then handed to the purson who 
had brought it All this, astonishing as 
ıt may have seemed to the spectators, 
passed without remark Ia the fourth 
act the Czar found that he had had enough 
of opera, and went away to supper 

Never was 80 gidata man so luwered 
by excesses They made him on many 
occasions a perfect savage, and wo may 
almost say that they neutralized the good 
which he did to his country. 

Upon his leaving Paria there was a 
grand exchange of presents. The little 
king gave him two gorgeous pièces of 
Gobelin tapestry, and whished to give 
him a diamond-hilted sword also, but the 
Czar declined accepting the sword. Peter, 
on his part, distributed sixty thousand 
francs among the king's servants who 
had waited upon him, and to the French 
gentleman most concerned In making his 
stay agreeable be gave bis portrait sur- 
rounded with diamonds, and several gold 
and silver medals Towards the end of 
June ho and his retinue took their leave 
of Panis, greatly to the relief of the regent 
and the government generally Kings 
and emperors, whose entertainment costs 
six hundred crowne a day, should make 
their vists a little shorter Freschmec 
were too polite to say this; but such was 
evidently their opinion, particularly when 
it turned out that tho Czur’s visit bronght 
no political advantage to France, —N Y

He was in the habit of recoiving every 
motning fram his diver a large corn 
Oke covered nith molasses, of which he 
was very fond One morning, as ths 
cake was being catied to bim on a bam- 
boo hurdle, Bennett, who was passing 
with a pot of red prmeato, threw 1t upon 
the cake, and then stopped to watch and

A gentloman yn Philadelphia gives us 
the tullowing remioincence of a mun who 
possessed a world-wide notoriety 

“Twenty odd years ago I was an im- 
mate of a boarding-house in Arch Street, 
Puiladelphia, much trequeated by young 
men, Medical students, artists and actors 
There was a good deal of ambition 
nmoog them, aud ın consequence much 
honest hard work and study, each mao 
hoping to wia a place for himself in the 
world E 

“The most ambitious and the most 
idie among us was a young fellow who 
played inferior parts in the Arch Street 
theatre un} who was known on the stage 
asE Wilkes Hehad the mostsuperb mas 
culine beauty Lever saw,—was, in fact 
2 young Apolloin face and gure He 
was nut without ability, either, and 
might, with study, lave succeeded 10 
earning a reputation in his profession; 
Dut be was both lazy and 1oo0rdinately 
vain, and alysolutely refused to make any 
efnt. 

“Ie did nat care to become a useful 
or a guod man, or to bring real merit in- 
to his work, but simply to be known, ‘T 
must have fame'!—fume!" be would often 
aay This desire for notoriety grow into 
a devouring passion with him 

“Ye came tome one day blustering 
mbout his wounded honor,’ and askod me 
to carry a challenge to one of our fel- 
low-buarders The challenge was wretch- 
cdly spelled, and the writing that of a 
boy of seven Wilkes was neither cruel 
nor murderous by nature His only mo 
tive in wishing (o fight tho duol was to 
bring himself into notice, and ho suceed- 
ed, for he becamo the butt of the house 
I lost sight of the lad soon after that 

“Oa April 18, 1865, ho was in Wash- 
ington, still vaporing, I am told, about 
‘fame.’ Hewon it The next day the 
whole civilized world shuddered in hor- 
rorat his name He was J. Wilkes 
Booth, the assassin of President Lincoln 
But I always doubted whether he sas the 
monster of vico which men deem him, 
His deed seemed to me the natural out- 
growth of an idle, ignorant, vain nature, 
and s lifo spent in weak longings after 
notoriety What a man sowoth that shall 
he ulso reap.”

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A Picture of tho British Judge. 


Thore sre few positions more enviable 
than that of ah Enghsh judge. <Asalary 
of $25,00 a year, with a pension of $15,- 
000 on iefirement, are pickings for which 
a French or a German judge, who does 
much the same work for $2,500 or $3,000 
a year, must long with the strength of 
his judicial mind If the pecunsary po- 
sition of a judge is good, his social status 
18 even, better On circurt he as treate 
with almost royal honors, and on the 
bench the outward deference paid to him 
by suitors, by witnesses, and, aboye all, 
by counsel, 13 enough to turn the head of 
any but the most humble-minded of hu- 
man bongs, and humble-mindedness 18 
not the characteristic of judges more 
than othe: people. Tho British judge 
has many virtues le 23 not to be 
bought, his honor 18 above suspicion, his 
moral character 13, 12 most cases, im- 
maculate He 1a, except when afflicted 
with the gout, or exasperated by a suitor 
who insists upon conducting his own 
case, uniformly courteous, and he 1s dig- 
nified ın the extreme, sometimes a little 
overdoing the part,‘and, usually, i the 
1nverse proportion to the strength of his 
intellect j 

It1s no wonder that a judge often bas 
an exaggerated senso of his own 1m- 
portance His infallibility 1s always be- 
ing forced upon hım “If your lordship 
pleases,” “ot course I should not pre- 
sume to argue the point with your lord- 
ship,” are the phrases which continually 
meet his ear, If he makes a joke, which 
he sometimes does, and very weak ones 
too, the bar smile, the jury laugh, and 
the plaintiff and defendant are openly 
convulsed with merriment, and he goes 
home to the bosom of his family with the 
pleasing conviction that he 1s both a 
great wit and the greatest judge since 
the days of Solomon And yet ho must 
know from his early experience at the 
bar, in spite of the outward deference 
paid to him, no one 13 so keenly cntie 
cised as a Judge His officral hfe is 
passed before a professional public, most 
of whom have nothing much else to do 
except to criticise, and ıt 13 a privilege of 
which they avail themselves to the ut- 
most They pick holes in his law, make 
hay of his statement of facts, and very 
often, especially the younger ones, end 
by pronouncing the particular judgment 
under discussion to be based on an en- 
tire misconception of the law and the 
evidence. The master of Trinity, Cam- 
bridge, lately remarked at a Fellows’ 
meeting, at which some over-efficient 
opinions were advanced, “Gentlemen, we 
are none of us infallible, not even the 
youngest of us,” and if 13 a sarcasm 
which many members of the junior band 
would do well to lay toheart But when 
the wished-tor brief does ‘arrive, the 
keenest critic appears wonderfully hmp 
as to his legs, moist as to bis hands, and 
quavery as to his voice when he nses to 
address the same judge whose demeanor, 
words, and actions have been the subject 
of his contemptuous approval or disap- 
proval for the last few years —London 
Week

Tho yellow gives us light and red 
gives us heat, and the blue actinigm, It 
18 the actinic influenco of the blue rays 
which,in Mr Qregory’s theory, causes 
“pitting” No seed will germinate and 
the young plants will soon perish if the 
chemically active rays—thatis, the actin- 
ic rays—are filtered from the sunlight 
A yellow blind drawn overa window will 
absorb all the actinic rays The puss of 
variolar pustules absorbs, by 1ts yollow 
medium, the actinic rays, which results 
in corrosion of the tonder flesh at the 
base, and thus leaves the dreaded perma- 
nent “pitting ” .

DIR it Will bo Paid. 


It 98 generally known by a vast ma- 
jority of Queen Victoria’s subjects that 
they are enormously taxed to pay the ın- 
torest of a National debt, which waa 88 
high as £865,000,000 on the fall of Napo- 
lean I, 10 
close of the Ormmenn war, 10 1856, and 
amounted at the begining ot the present 


djyen, bofore the Government plunged 


into new mulitary,and naval oullay, to 
£776,000,000, Victoria's taxpayers are 
not generally aware that thero has for 
some time been an organized plan for re- 
ducing this immense debt An act of 
Parlament, ‘passed in 1875, provided 
that the National debt shall be gradually 
reduced by a new smking fund, mwin- 
tained by annual parhamentaly votes, 
The charge for thé year 1875-6, was fixed 
at £27,000,000, for 1866-7, at £28,700,- 
000, and for every subsequent year £28, 

000,009 The other day an inquisitive 
M P asked tho Chancellor of the Ex- 
checquer what tho precise amount of this 
National debt charge of £28,000,000 wall 
be actually required ın the year 1878-9 
for the payment of interest on the Nation- 
al debt, and how much would go towaid 
the actual liquidation of the debt itself 

The answer was in these words “I may 
state ın general terms that probably 
about £28,000,000 out of the £28,000,000 
will be required for the payment of 1n- 
terest on the debt, and that about £5,- 
000,000 would be applicable to the re- 
demption of the debt by the operation of 
the terminable annuity scheme, or of the 
new sinking fund” So there is to be a 
gradual redemption of the debt, amount- 
ing to five millions sterling every year 

Therefore, not taking mto account tbe 
strong probability of a great augmenta- 
tion of the debt during the present year 
by heavy extraordinary war erpenditure, 
and estimating the National debt itself 
at £776,000,000, 1t cannot all be swept 
away in driblets of five nuillions every 
twelve months until the year of our Lord 
2085 Certainly thatis what may be re- 
garded asa long lookout—something on 
the plan of draining Lake George by 
drawing off a bucket of water once 10 
every twelve hours

We havo learned by experiance that to 

den 

enounce an eyilis often an effective way 
of ae tising 1t to those who otberwise 
-might not be aware of ita existence. For 
this reason we bave often refrained, 

aginst our inclination, from any discus- 
sion of the litaature provided for our 
boys at all our pews-stands, But when 
such men as President Porter and ex- 
President Woolsey, of Yale College, in- 
vite us to the discussion, we do not feel 
at hberty to decline 1t, 

Prof W, G. Sumner, 1n Scribner Maga- 
zine, published a study of this land of 
literature, to winch his-attention was 
called by obsetving the eagerness with 
which “boys,” papers were read, and the 
familiarity with their contents shown in 
the conversation of some boys apparently 
returning from boarding school 

Iu order to infoim ourselves us to the 
Justice of Prot Sumner’s stricture, before 
wrillog on the subject, we went to a re- 
spectabie news-dealer, and asked for the 
papers the boys were in the habit of buy- 
ing Tour papers were furnished from 
large files, which indicated a good mar- 
ket for them, aud being read attentively, 
showed that Prof Sumner was right in 
almost every particular The contents 
were not obscene They were not es- 
pecially profane above all other hght 
literature, but they were coarse, vulgar 
and brutal to a disgusting extent. They 
introduce boys to the company of pirates, 
robbers, murderers, gamblers, tramps, 
and vagabonds of every description 
They make them'familiar with the dialect 
of scoundrelism They inocculate them 
with the scoundrel’s sentiments, and 
make it seem the must natural things in 
hfe to pass one’s days in an atmosphere 
impregnated with tobacco and grog, in 
company wih men who talk theives? 
slang, and win their fortunes by fraud 
and violence 

There ıs some slight difference in the 
pretensions of these publications, scarce- 
ly any im the attractions which aro 
counted on to secure readers and buyers, 
In one at least are villianous advertise- 
ments Some conspicuously declare 
they purpose to admit no such advertise- 
ments for “obvious reasons” Sometimes 
the notice looks hke a “bhnd” for the 
unsophisticated, and a wink to the imti- 
ated. In any case such notices show the 
danger tbat iu ks very (uear such means 
of communicating with boys, and shows 
that the danger bas been realized Cer- 
tainly no respectable paper or magazine 
intended for the young is called upon to 
indicate in any way the existence of such 
forbidden wares, 

Whule we are discussing this disagree- 
able matter, we can do no leas than warn 
all parents that there 1s a wide spread 
conspiracy, having for its object the 
making of gain, by selling vicious litera- 
ture, etc , to the children of those who 
have money to spare, and that the means 
are furnished to the plotters by unscru- 
pulous agents who get into communica- 
tions espcciaily with amateur printers 
and editors Recent revelations in re- 
apectable schools show how thoroughly 
this devilish work may be doue under 
the very eyes of parents and teachers 


But to return to the hterature in ques- 
tion Nothing can make ıt desirable that 
our children shat] become familar with 
even imaginury associations with the 
worst elements 1n society Children like 
to beheve that what they read is true, 
and whatever they read ought to be true 
to everything which 1s noble and beauti- 
ful in ife. Fiction will not burt them, 
if only it be clean, natural and strong 
But what possible good can come to boys 
from constant association with “The Boy 
Gladiator,” “Guerilla Joe," “The Sea 
Fiends of the Moluccas,” “The Crazy 
Detective,” “Billy the Boxer,” and a host 
of men and women who ir fight, 
steal and gamble ns regularly as an hon- 
est man goes to his daily work? ‘ In the 
stories we have read, nobody seems to be 
engaged in any honest work, or to have 
any idea of what xt is to be industrious, 
honest, or frugal. Good citizenship 1s 
something as fur beyond these young sav- 
ages, who cut, slash, shoot and run for 
luck in all manner of dangerous advent- 
ures, as 1t 13 beyond the natives of some 
newly-discoved jungle in the heart ot 
Africa 

Prof, Sumner gives many illustrations, 
drawn from the literature ın question, to 
show the utter worthlessness, 3f not vi- 
ciousness, of the matterthus supplied in 
large abundance to boys who have pock- 
et money. We will add two specimens 
from our limited collection’ “Stumpy 
out of Luck” 1s hungry and discouraged 
Ile sohloquizes over his hard fortunes, 
gets up astreet fight between two boys, 
which he pronounces “a pretty good ht 
tle racket,” while he steals a tomato or 
two and an onion, then, needing a cigar 
to finish his hasty meal, bo plays a trick 
on a Chinaman, and plundeis Ins stand 
to his heart's content . 


All this 13 presented without a word to 
indicate that 1t3s not “smart” and praise- 
worthy, and the natural amusement ot 
the youth Boys may read such stuff 
with contempt 1f they have been well 
trained, but now and then one will be 
fascinated by the free manovers, the life 
of apparent ease, the excitement of dan- 
ger and adventure, and, ın consequence, 
acquire a disgust for common drudgeries, 

which will unfit him for life und its hon- 
est work Parents cannot do thar duty 
for thear boys unless they supply them 
with reading which will supply the do- 
sire which every wide-awake bay feels 
for something which will stir his blood 

and oacite hig imagination «Give him 
travel, adventure, history, romance of the 
best quality, and he may be safe from 
the trash which appeals to his natural ap- 
petite. But let inm become fascinated 
by such coarse literature as we have dis- 

cussed, aad ho may some day furnish an- 
other of the mysterious cases, where 
youth with every inducement to do better 
fail anto the company of low bred and 
vicious companions, whom they learn to 
prefer to réspectable associates, and 
whose contamination work ther ruin, 
Wo believe that the taste for low hfe 1s 
often acquired by children of tender

The writer of the Temes caty ar- 
ticle 13 now fairly scared Speaking of 
iron and steel manufactures he says “At 
presentit 1s a trade, which must mean loss, 
and perhaps ruin in the long run, to 1m- 
portant sections of the community, for ıt 
18 a trade carned on at an obvious loss” 
Now, when this very result was foretold 
not long ago in your own columns and 
those of one of your London contempo- 
raries, the Times, Mr Giffen and other 
political writers treated ıt as a mere dis- 
play of stupidity and ignorance. I must 
say that I wish 1t had been that and noth- 
ing more, for itis not pleasant to sce a

But what has all this got to do with 
American renders, some one may say? A 
good deal In the first place, it 18 
America (I hope Mr Grant White will 
allow me to use that word—I do not 
know of a hander one) which is the most 
active and most successful competitor of 
Eagitand in her present markets.

This 
year, I understand, you will have a very 
fine harvest I can only say that 16 will 
be wanted in Europe Russia has not 
grown much more grain than she wants, 
and the yield here will be comparatively 
small Europe must go across the At- 
lantic for what she needs to mahe up her 
deficient supply of food And then rec- 
ollect thatitis not for grain only that 
England now comes with money in her 
hand to United States ports. The sale 
of American beef 19 simply enormous, 
considering that even when I left New 
York in 1876 the trade was almost, 1t not 
quite, unknown. And now we pay some- 
thing like $20,000,000 a year for Ameri- 
can beef, and the business 18 constantly 
increasing So that for the “staffof life,” 
and a large proportion of meat consumed, 
this country must now depend very 
greatly on the United States. These
